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La importancia de ahorrar energía eléctrica Juez ordena el traslado del 
Caso contra Scott Peterson

Imagínese que un día va al supermercado 
y no funciona la máquina registradora y el 
cajero tiene que checar su mercancía a mano; 
que va al cajero automático del banco y no 
puede sacar dinero, tendría que entrar al 
edificio y hacer cola para obtener su efectivo. 
Y ya no hablemos de los electrodomésticos que 
existen en la casa y que usamos diariamente 
como el lavaplatos, la estufa, la secadora de 
pelo y la lavadora de ropa. Piense cómo 
realizaría todo ello sin electricidad. 

La energía eléctrica es un recurso 
imprescindible hoy en día en nuestra vida 
diaria. Los últimos apagones al Este del país 
como en la ciudad de Nueva York y la más re- 
ciente en San Francisco, han demostrado que 
la falta de electricidad trastorna la actividad 
normal, social y comercial de las personas. 

Walter McGuire, presidente de McGuire 
& Co., Inc., tiene a su cargo la campaña de 
concientización del uso y ahorro de energía 
eléctrica en el estado de California, Flex Your 
Power. La cual se lleva a cabo tanto en radio, 
televisión y prensa con anuncios sobre cómo 
ahorrar y usar de una manera más inteligente 
la energía eléctrica. 

La campaña —que se realiza en chino, 
coreano, español, vietnamita e inglés, entre 
otros — , surgió “en respuesta a la crisis de ener- 
gía eléctrica de California en los años 2000 y 
2001. El estado determinó que la única forma 
de salir de esta crisis es a través de la conser- 
vación de electricidad”, explicó McGuire. 

La misión de la campaña de Flex Your

Cabe mencionar que una cuarta parte de 
la energía eléctrica que se consume en Cali- 
fornia viene de otras entidades. El uso de la 
electricidad en el estado dorado se divide en 
tres: 30 por ciento para el área residencial, 50 
por ciento en el área comercial y el resto se 
utiliza en la agricultura. El elemento primario 
en la producción del mismo es el agua. 

Consejos práticos 

McGuire enfatiza que siguiendo unos 
consejos prácticos y sencillos sobre cómo usar 
y conservar electricidad podría prevenir en el 
futuro tener apagones en California. “No 
tenemos una crisis de energía eléctrica en este 
momento, pero eso no quiere decir que no 
podamos tener una en el futuro”, comentó.

a reducir su cuenta de Pacific Gas & Electric 
(PG&E):

* Reemplace los focos de luz: Cambie de 
focos incandescentes a focos con el sello de 
Energy Star. McGuire subrayó que las perso- 
nas inviertan en estos productos que a la larga 
será un gran beneficio para su bolsillo. Reem- 
place las luces navideñas de focos grandes a 
las de miniatura. Usará un 70 por ciento menos 
de electricidad y los focos duran muchísimo 
más tiempo. 

* Cheque el plástico de su refrigerador. 
La puerta del refrigerador debe cerrar com- 
pletamente y adherirse muy bien al plástico. 
Una puerta mal cerrada hará que su refrige- 
rador gaste más energía. Asimismo, desconecte 
su segundo refrigerador, si es que tiene uno. 

* Aproveche los diferentes programas de 
asistencia de energía eléctrica. Algunos de ellos 
son: California Alternate Rates for Energy 
(CARE), programa de descuento para familias 
e inquilinos de bajos recursos. Low Income 
Home Energy Assistance (LIHEAP), ofrece 
ayuda financiera para compensar los costos de 
calefacción o aire acondicionado de las casas. 
Temporary Financial Hardship, ayuda a 
clientes de bajos recursos. Free Energy-Sav- 


ing Home Improvements que es para perso- 
nas que estén pasando por una situación 
financiera difícil y necesitan hacer cambios en 
su casa para bajar el costo de la energía. 

California tiene dos horas picos en el uso 
de energía eléctrica una en las mañanas y otra 
en las tardes, por eso se recomienda lavar o 
usar algunos electrodomésticos después de esas 
horas. Por ejemplo, lave su ropa después de 
las 7:00 p.m. 

Si aún no está del todo convencido para 
ahorrar y usar eficientemente la energía 
eléctrica, no olvide que construir una planta 
generadora de electricidad toma unos 18 meses 
y no está en los planes de California construir 
una en el futuro.

Reacting to one of my articles, a reader 
stated that some Spanish speakers told him 
they don't need to learn English because ev- 
erything in the U.S. is available in Spanish. 

Of course, given the increasing Spanish- 
speaking population, it's inevitable that both 
business and government provide many ser- 
vices in Spanish. Yet, it’s difficult to conceive 
people claiming that they don’t need to learn 
English if they live in the United States. 

To be sure, it is possible to live in our 
country with just Spanish. If one merely 
wants to barely survive in the U.S., one can 
do that with just Spanish. One can get a job 
in many regions of the U.S. without know- 
ing English. Typically, you are talking about 
menial work, which does not pay much and 
usually offers no health insurance. These “en- 
try” level jobs are typical for new arrivals. 

Itis also possible to obtain basic services 
in Spanish. Banking may be conducted in 
Spanish as financial institutions try to cap- 
ture the Hispanic market by using the cus- 
tomers' languages. You can buy food with just 
Spanish. Some health care is also available 
in Spanish. You can obtain a driver's license 
with just Spanish. 

But when you add it all up, all the ser- 
vices available in Spanish translate to a large 
extent into a basic subsistence without op-

English is the 
key to success and immigrants from Span- 
ish-speaking countries know it very well. 
According to a survey conducted by the Pew 
Hispanic Center, 91% of Hispanic immigrants 
feel it is important or very important to learn 
English. 

Why do Hispanics believe English is 
important? Like any other immigrant group, 
Hispanics come to the U.S. seeking a better 
life. They realize that knowing English means 
opportunities since English is the dominant 
language in the U.S., regardless of what field 
you're talking about. 

It begins in education. Although some 
states have bilingual education programs to 
accommodate foreign-born kids, the goal is 
always the same: educate kids in every sub- 
ject and ultimately prepare them to enter col- 
leges and universities. 

What language is used in higher educa- 
tion? English. There are no programs for any- 
one in the U.S. to become a doctor, a lawyer, 
an engineer, etc., in a language other than 
English. 

Hispanics know that and that's why in 
the Spanish language media you often see 
commercials about learning English. Videos, 
tapes, books are often advertised as the easy 
way to learn English. Of course, those who 
are serious about learning English go to 
school and take classes, since it’s difficult to 
learn a language independently. 

In spite of the difficulties, immigrants 
learn English and at the same time retain their 
native language to various degrees. That 
means that the U.S. was and continues to be 
a bilingual country at some level. 

Spanish is without a doubt the most com- 
mon language for bilingual individuals. How-

ever, the increasing Latino population and the 
availability of services in Spanish often brings 
to mind the situation of Canada. Some Ameri- 
cans fear that the U.S. is going to be another 
bilingual country and everything will be done 
in two languages. 

The reality is that Canada and the U.S. 
are quite different. Although English is by far 
the dominant language of Canada, in the prov- 
ince of Quebec, the majority of the popula- 
tion speaks French. Education in Quebec is 
available in French not simply in elementary 
and secondary school but in college as well. 
Thus people wishing to become lawyers in 
Quebec can do so in French. The same goes 
for engineers, doctors, architects, etc. 

In the U.S. it’s quite different. Even in 
states such as California, Texas, and Florida, 
which have large numbers of Hispanics, the 
language that opens the doors to success is 
English. 

Ittakes a few generations for immigrants 
to integrate fully into American society and 
for the foreign language to disappear com- 
pletely. When the children and grandchildren 
of immigrants lose their parents’ and grand- 
parents” language and English dominates their 
personal and professional life, it means that 
integration into American culture has oc- 
curred. 

That is a good thing in a lot of ways, but 
it's also sad because it means the loss of the 
ancestors' language. It's an inevitable price 
to pay. Or is 1t?

El Paso (Texas), (EFE).- 
Miles de niños de escasos recursos, 
en gran parte hispanos, han perdido 
ya su seguro médico en Texas con 
los recortes estatales al programa 
CHIP y ahora no les queda otra 
opción que acudir a las salas de 
emergencia. 

“El estado está expulsando 
agresivamente a los niños del pro- 
grama CHIP con tantas restriccio- 
nes”, dijo al periódico El Paso 
Times David Rodríguez, jefe eje- 
cutivo de El Paso First, servicio 
nocturno de atención médica a 
niños. 

El Paso First fue creado con 
la idea de que los menores que 
enfermen por la noche tengan un 
lugar a donde ser atendidos sin 
necesidad de terminar en una sala 
de emergencias. 

Las restricciones que han 
excluído a miles de niños del CHIP 
consisten en nuevos límites de in- 
gresos por familia, que se han fija- 
do por debajo de los requeridos en 
años anteriores. 

Adicional a las restricciones 
impuestas en septiembre pasado, el 
estado planea imponer otras más y 
considera descalificar a familias 
con vehículos de determinado va- 
lor, o con más de 5,000 dólares de 
ahorros en el banco. 

De acuerdo con estadísticas de 
la Comisión de Servicios Humanos 
y de Salud de Texas, 100,000 pe- 
queños provenientes de familias 
necesitadas quedaron fuera de 
CHIP este año. 

Tan sólo en El Paso 3,000 me- 
nores han sido afectados por la 
medida, y se adelanta que el nú- 
mero será mayor, toda vez que el 
estado considera nuevas restric- 
ciones para acceder al programa.

Francisco Ruvalcaba se 
considera mexicano. Nació en 
San Diego, California, de padres 
mexicanos, pero cuando su pro- 
genitor decidió residir en este 
estado, su madre se trasladó a 
Tijuana, México, y él se fue con 
ella.

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Area, secondary in people's minds 
to San Francisco and even to Oak- 
land.

Who wrote this? San Jose is 
not a person. Cities don’t think and 
feel and express thoughts and feel- 
ings! But it is clever rhetoric. Sepa- 
rate the people from the city; give 
the city a life and voice of its own; 
let it speak for itself so as to drown 
out the voices of the people who 
live there. 

That The Mercury News Edi- 
torial Board had to resort to the use 
of anthropomorphic language to 
support its position, is, in a word, 
sad. 

Having missed the dollars fly 
by, The Mercury News thought that 
they might start watching the pen- 
nies, taking it upon itself to start 
monitoring adherence to the City 
Hall project’s budget. “Govern- 
ments at all levels...have a dismal 
record of completing public buil- 
dings..on time and on budget.” “In 
this space we’ ll be regularly assess- 
ing the project, and how well the 
City’s doing in keeping costs un- 
der control.” 

But The Mercury News never 
reported on the cost of the project. 
only its price. The price of the gov- 
ernment complex at 4th and Santa 
Clara is $343 million ($388 mil- 
lion if you include the $45 million 
for technology and furniture ex- 
penses). The cost of the project is 
nearly one billion dollars! The es- 
timated bond debt service sched- 
ule compiled by the City of San 
Jose Finance Department lists the 
total annual debt service for the 
project at $960,495 821.74! This 
figure does not include the bond fi- 
nancing and debt service that will 
be needed to refurbish the existing 
City Hall site for a yet to be deter- 
mined new tenant, and construc- 
tion of yet another parking garage. 

Absent from the City Ma- 
nager’s report on alternative sites 
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was the recognition of opportunity 
costs. Opportunity costs measure 
the cost or savings associated with 
a given course of action relative to 
available alternatives. (For ex- 
ample, if you decline an offer of 
$50 to work through your lunch 
hour, the opportunity cost of your 
“free” lunch is $50). Economists, 
accountants, and business execu- 
tives incorporate opportunity costs 
“as part of any systems analysis 
approach.” It’s hard to believe that 
the nation's 11th largest city does 
not have someone on» staff to in- 
struct the City Council that oppor- 
tunity costs are real and need to be 
considered, especially for such a 
large scale project. 

No one from the City asked, 
and no one from the media ques- 
tioned, the exclusion of opportu- 
nity costs from the study of alter- 
native sites. 

If the new City Hall were to 
be built at the existing City Hall 
site, the 4th and Santa Clara site 
could be sold to developers. The 
proceeds from the sale of the land, 
plus the tax revenues generated 
over time by the development, con- 
stitute the Opportunity costs of 
building at 4th and Santa Clara. 

For example: + 

Value of parcel at 4th and 
Santa Clara-$40 million. 

Potential annual tax revenue 
stream from development- $2 mil- 
lion x 50 years = $100 million. 

Opportunity cost of building at 
4th and Santa Clara-$140 million. 

Note: 50-year assumption is 
the same as used by the City to 
measure compliance with Measure 
I. 

There would be, of course, sig- 
nificant indirect tax revenues gen- 
erated by the commercial activity 
of the City workers that would 
come into the area five days a 
week. But significant levels of in- 
direct tax revenues would also be 
generated by the commercial and 
residential inhabitants of the devel- 
opment. The question as to which 
is the greater value was never an-

swered because it was never asked! 
Values could have been assigned 
and decision outlines constructed 
to provide the optimal path. 

Clearly there is a premium for 
developers to build at 4th and Santa 
Clara that does not exist at the ex- 
isting City Hall site at First and 
Mission. For one thing, the 4th and 
Santa Clara parcel is vacant, First 
and Mission is not. Secondly, 4th 
and Santa Clara is adjacent to San 
Jose State University and its cap- 
tive market of some 30,000 stu- 
dents, faculty, and staff. The rec- 
ognition and calculation of oppor- 
tunity costs would have brought 
this premium to light. To make the 
decision to displace this premium 
without first calculating its level of 
significance is shortsighted and 
negligent. 

In the end, it didn’t matter 
what the people of San Jose 
wanted, they would get what their 
representatives wanted for them. 
Long term social benefits were ig- 
nored so that short term political 
objectives could be realized. The 
decision to build the Civic Center 
at 4th and Santa Clara was a prod- 
uct of bare-knuckle politics. The 
people didn’t want it, but the poli- 
ticians did, and the town’s main 
newspaper sided with the politi- 
cians. One wonders how The Mer- 
cury News Editorial Board justifies 
its decision to go against the ex- 
pressed will of the people on a con- 
stitutional issue. The paper has ev- 
ery right to express and support its 
preferences, but when a poll that 
they commissioned showed that 
nearly two-thirds of San Jose resi- 
dents preferred a given course of 
action, shouldn’t they have de- 
ferred to the will of the people? 
Aren't newspapers supposed to be 
vanguards of democracy? 

The Mercury News called the 
project, “The largest single con- 
struction project in the City’s his- 
tory.” Why then was so little cov- 
erage devoted to it? The alterna- 
tive City Hall site analysis report 
received minimal press attention. 
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A second look at some of the ma- 
terial submitted by the organiza- 
tions that forwarded project bids 
demonstrates the lack of priority 
and care dedicated to this issue by 
the press. 

On the day of the Council vote, 
William Brooks, an attorney rep- 
resenting one of the developers 
who submitted a bid, claimed that 
staff had “misinterpreted” some of 
the figures contained in their bid 
outline. Brooks read into the Coun- 
cil record a portion of a letter that 
had been sent to the members of 
the Council days before. There was 
no mention of this letter or the va- 
lidity of its claims in the press. 
When asked about the legitimacy 
of the letter’s claims (that staff had 
misinterpreted some of the num- 
bers of their proposal), Deputy City 
Manager Peter Jensen responded, 
essentially, that reasonable people 
can disagree. Such a remark im- 
plies that there might be some va- 
lidity to the claims. Why didn’t the 
press look into the facts and fig- 
ures to determine whether or not 
these claims could be substanti- 
ated? 

Documents related to other bid 
submissions also promised greater 
savings and benefits with their 
plans. Let us assume that the pro- 
posals advanced by the developers 
were biased and promised too 
much. But if they could deliver 
even half of what they promised, 
weren't they worth at least a men- 
tion, and perhaps a closer look? 
One source indicated that one of 
the proposals came with a guaran- 
tee by the developer that the total 
cost of the entire project under their 
design would not exceed $250 mil- 
lion! If one of the developers was 
willing to underwrite some of the 
risk, and put their guarantee in 
writing, shouldn’t that fact been 


reported to the public? 

“Staff’s analysis focused on 
whether the proposals met the vari- 
ous criteria or not. It did not ad- 
dress areas where any of the pro- 
posals not only meet the various 
criteria, but exceed them and 
present a materially better alterna- 
tive than the 4th Street site.” -San 
Jose Business Journal. 

Bids were judged solely on the 
basis of their adherence to the out- 
line criteria. Even if an alternative 
provided a sizeable social and fi- 
nancial advantage it would have to 
be rejected for not satisfying the 
criteria established in Gonzales’s 
May 13th memo. No matter if a 
builder or developer was willing to 
offer significant concessions to se- 
cure the deal, the criteria must be 
followed to its artificial and arbi- 
trary letter. 

But the criteria is not the law 
of the land. It was a last minute
